On Tuesday, Morgan held

Gun Owners of America Larry 
Pratt, appearing to become in¬ 
censed and incredulous when 
Pratt suggested more, not 
fewer, weapons as the solution.

"You're an unbelievably stupid 
man, aren't you?" Morgan said 
at one point during the heated 
debate. "You have absolutely 
no coherent argument. You 
don't actually give a damn 
about the gun murder rate in 
America." 

Following the interview, a 
Texas journalist posted a peti¬ 
tion on the White House web¬ 
site alleging Morgan "is 
engaged in a hostile attack 
against the US Constitution by 
targeting the Second Amend¬ 
ment." 

"We demand that Mr. Mor¬ 
gan be deported immediately 
for his effort to undermine the 
Bill of Rights and for exploit¬ 
ing his position as a national 
network television host to 
stage attacks against the rights 
of American citizens," it says. 

Many Americans believe in 
the literal interpretation of the 
Second Amendment, which 
enshrines the "right to bear 


arms" in the US constitution. 

Morgan insists America can 
outlaw military-style assault 
weapons and high-capacity 
magazines without infringing 
on people's constitutional 
rights and says he has no quar¬ 
rel with the Second Amend¬ 
ment. 

Two days after the petition 
calling for Morgan's deporta¬ 
tion was posted, it had already 
garnered more than 19,000 sig¬ 
natures, closing in quickly on 
the 25,000 required to get a re¬ 
sponse from the White House. 

A defiant Morgan refused 
to back down from his posi¬ 
tion. 

"Ironic U.S. gun rights 
campaign to deport me for 'at¬ 
tacking 2nd Amendment 
rights' - is my opinion not pro¬ 
tected under 1st Amendment 
rights?," he posted on his Twit¬ 
ter feed Saturday, referring to 
freedom of speech provisions.

Cold snap claims 88 lives 


US lobby issues point-blank 'no 1 
on gun control 


in Russia 


MOSCOW (AFP) - A deadly 
cold snap has claimed 88 lives 
across Russia, officials said 
yesterday, as Moscow authori¬ 
ties told schoolchildren they 
could stay home to avoid the 
frigid temperatures. 

Temperatures across the 
capital region dropped to al¬ 
most minus 30 degrees Celsius 
(minus 22 Fahrenheit) 
overnight. 

Aside from the 88 people 
who have perished, another 
538 people needed hospital 
treatment, Russian news 
agency RiaNovosti said, citing 
a medical source. 


An official with Moscow's 
education department said that 
younger children could stay 
home today. 

Russia has been in the grips 
of an intense and unseasonable 
chill for the past 10 days or so. 
Temperatures have fallen to 
below minus 50 Celsius in 
eastern Siberia, and minus 20 
in Moscow. The temperatures 
are 12 degrees lower than sea¬ 
sonal norms, with such chills 
not normally arriving until Jan¬ 
uary or February. 

The vicious cold snap has 
also claimed lives across east¬ 
ern Europe.

WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
NRA, the most powerful gun 
lobby in the United States, 
ruled out any support yesterday 
for greater regulation of 
firearms or ammunition maga¬ 
zines after the Sandy Hook el¬ 
ementary school massacre. 

Wayne LaPierre, the execu¬ 
tive vice president of the Na¬ 
tional Rifle Association, said 
planned legislation to outlaw 
military-style assault weapons 
and large-capacity magazines 
was "phony" and would not 
work. 

He repeated the NRA's call 
to place an armed guard in 
every school and argued that 
prosecuting criminals and fix¬ 
ing the mental health system, 
rather than gun control, were 
the solutions to America's mass 
shooting epidemic. 

On December 14, a dis¬ 
turbed local man, 20-year-old 
Adam Lanza, killed his mother 
in their Newtown, Connecticut 
home before embarking on a 
horrific spree at a local elemen¬ 
tary school. He burst into Sandy 
Hook elementary and shot dead 
20 six- and seven-year old chil¬ 
dren and six adults with a mi¬ 
litary-style assault rifle before 
taking his own life with a hand¬ 
gun as police closed in. 

The bloodshed reopened a 
national debate on gun laws. 


President Barack Obama 
said he would support a new 
bill to ban assault rifles and put 
Vice President Joe Biden in 
charge of a panel looking at a 
wide range of other measures, 
from school security to mental 
health. 

Democratic Senator Diane 
Feinstein has pledged to table a 
bill on January 3 that would 
ban at least 100 military-style 
semi-automatic assault wea¬ 
pons, and would curb the trans¬ 
fer, importation and the 
possession of such arms. 

"I think that is a phony piece 
of legislation, and I do not be¬ 
lieve it will pass for this rea¬ 
son," LaPierre told NBC's 
"Meet the Press." "It is all built 
on lies that have been found 
out. We don't think it works and 
we're not going to support it." 

The NRA points to the fact 
that the 1999 shooting at 
Columbine High School, when 
12 kids and a teacher were 
gunned down by two senior 
students, occurred despite si¬ 
milar legislation being in force 
at the time. 

"I don't think it will work. I 
keep saying it, and you just 
won't accept it: it's not going to 
work, it hasn't worked. Dianne 
Feinstein had her previous ban 
and Columbine occurred," 
LaPierre said. 


There were an estimated 
310 million non-military fire¬ 
arms in the United States in 
2009, roughly one per citizen, 
and people in America are 20 
times more likely to be killed 
by a gun than someone in an¬ 
other developed country. 

The NRA has been in the 
crosshairs since the Sandy 
Hook massacre and took the 
unusual step on Friday of hold¬ 
ing a press conference and 
speaking out on the tragedy. 

But rather than come out in 
support of limited gun control 
measures, the lobby — which 
retains a powerful influence 
over politicians, especially 
from rural districts where gun 
owners are the norm — de¬ 
manded that armed police be 
deployed to every school in the 
country. 

LaPierre reaffirmed that po¬ 
sition yesterday and launched a 
fierce defense of gun owners' 
rights, which he portrayed as 
being imperiled by rich folk in 
cities, elite politicians and a 
hysterical media. 

"The average guy in the 
country values his freedom, 
doesn't believe the fact that he 
can own a gun is part of the 
problem and doesn't like the 
media and all these high-profile 
politicians blaming him," he 
said.

Travel misery as floods hit 
Britain 


LONDON (AFP) - Heavy 
flooding across parts of Britain 
caused widespread road and 
rail disruption yesterday, wrea¬ 
king havoc on Christmas travel 
plans while rescuers worked to 
evacuate people from the har¬ 
dest-hit communities. 

Torrential rains lashed parts 
of Britain last week, causing 
problems especially in south 
Wales, southwest England and 
near Aberdeen in Scotland. 

The Environment Agency 
said rescuers helped residents 
of 25 flooded homes evacuate 
after the River Exe burst its 
banks in Stoke Canon in the 
English county of Devon. 
Homes were also flooded in 
Stonehaven, near Aberdeen. 

In Umberleigh, near Barn¬ 
staple in Devon, rescue wor¬ 
kers in a lifeboat saved a 


woman who was clinging to a 
tree by a flooded river. 

She had been swept away 
while trying to climb onto the 
roof of her car. Passers-by res¬ 
cued her husband and son, who 
had been in the car with her. 

In the county of Cornwall, 
next to Devon, local authori¬ 
ties said at least 170 homes had 
been affected by floods. 

"We certainly haven’t heard 
the last of the flooding stories," 
said Tony Conlan, a forecaster 
with Meteogroup. "There is no 
sign of settled weather on the 
way for at least the next week." 

The bad weather disrupted 
rail services across Britain, 
with trains in Devon and Corn¬ 
wall especially affected. 

Flooding on roads caused 
additional headaches for 
Christmas commuters. 


Somali troops free 22 hostages 
held almost three years 


MOGADISHU (AFP) - 
Troops from the Somali region 
of Puntland yesterday rescued 
22 hostages held by pirates for 
almost three years after their 
ship was seized off the Yemeni 
coast, the authorities said, 
adding that the men bore signs 
of torture. 

The crew, from the Dubai- 
owned and Panamanian- 
flagged MV Iceberg 1 were 
freed after two weeks of fight¬ 
ing and a siege of the vessel off 
the coast of Somalia, the Punt¬ 
land authorities said in a state¬ 
ment. 


"Puntland government for¬ 
ces conducting a humanitarian 
rescue operation have safely 
rescued 22 hostages on board 
the MV Iceberg 1 vessel," ac¬ 
cording to the statement from 
the semi-autonomous northern 
state. 

Government forces first 
surrounded the vessel on De¬ 
cember 10 near the coastal vil¬ 
lage of Garaad in the Mudug 
region, which lies along the In¬ 
dian Ocean. The 4,000-ton 
ship was seized in the Gulf of 
Aden in March 2010 with a 
crew of 24 people.

More than 60 dead in air strike on Syria 
bakery, says watchdog 


BEIRUT (AFP) - More than 
60 civilians were killed 
yesteray in a strike by Syrian 
regime warplanes on people 
queueing outside a bakery in 
the rebel-held town of Hal- 
faya in the central province of 
Hama, a watchdog said. 

The Syrian Observatory 
for Human Rights, which had 


earlier reported "dozens" 
killed, said the death toll 
could rise as at least 50 peo¬ 
ple had also been critically 
wounded. 

The Local Coordination 
Committees activist group 
denounced "the massacre 
committed by regime forces," 
and said Halfaya was going 


through a humanitarian crisis 
with food shortages because 
of the regime's siege of the 
area. 

The LCC said dozens of 
people had been queueing 
outside the bakery after not 
having had any bread for sev¬ 
eral days.

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Obama tries to rescue fiscal talks for 


post-Christmas deal 


WASHINGTON - The White 
House on Friday tried to res¬ 
cue stalled talks on a fiscal 
crisis after a Republican plan 
imploded in Congress, but 
there was little headway as 
lawmakers and President 
Barack Obama abandoned 
Washington for Christmas. 

In remarks before flying to 
Hawaii for a break, Obama 
suggested reaching a short¬ 
term deal on taxes and exten¬ 
ding unemployment insurance 
to avoid the worst effects of 
the "fiscal cliff’ on ordinary 
Americans at the start of the 
New Year. 

"We've only got 10 days to 
do it. So I hope that every 
member of Congress is think¬ 
ing about that. Nobody can 
get 100 percent of what they 
want," said Obama. 


Obama said he wanted to 
sign legislation extending 
Bush-era tax cuts for 98 per¬ 
cent of Americans in the com¬ 
ing days. 

The Democrat appeared to 
be offering bickering lawma¬ 
kers a way to fix the most 
pressing challenge - tax cuts 
that expire soon - while leav¬ 
ing thorny topics such as au¬ 
tomatic spending cuts or 
exten- ding the debt ceiling 
for later. 

Obama called on lawmak¬ 
ers to use the holiday break to 
cool off frayed nerves, "drink 
some eggnog, have some 
Christmas cookies, sing some 
Christmas carols," and come 
back next week ready to make 
a deal. 

If there is no agreement, 
taxes would go up on all 


Americans and hundreds of 
billions of dollars in automatic 
government spending cuts 
would kick in next month - 
actions that could plunge the 
U.S. economy back into re¬ 
cession. 

Before his defeat in Con¬ 
gress, Boehner had extracted 
a compromise from Obama to 
raise taxes on Americans ma¬ 
king more than $400,000 a 
year, instead of the president's 
preference of those with in¬ 
come of $250,000 a year. 

But with talks stalled on 
the level of spending cuts to 
which Obama would agree, 
Boehner attempted a backup 
plan to raise taxes only on 
those making more than $1 
million a year - amounting to 
just 0.18 percent of Ameri¬ 
cans.

Chairman: UBS tightening 
controls after Libor scandal 


GENEVA (AFP) - Swiss bank¬ 
ing giant UBS, hit with mas¬ 
sive fines for manipulating 
global interest rates, has 
learned its lesson and is im¬ 
proving its control mecha¬ 
nisms, its chairman Axel 
Weber insisted in an interview 
published yesterday. 

"We must learn from this 
crisis and avoid further da¬ 
mage to the bank," Weber told 
the Blick in a joint interview 
with UBS chief executive Ser¬ 
gio Ermotti. "We are in the 
process of improving the con¬ 
trol systems." 

His comments came as a 
separate report charged that 
UBS had not only manipulated 
global interest rates, but had 
also tampered with Swiss franc 
interest rates for more than a 
decade. 

UBS did not immediately 
respond to requests for com¬ 
ment. 

US, British and Swiss au¬ 
thorities last week hit Switzer¬ 
land's largest bank with $1.5 
billion in fines — the second- 
largest banking penalty ever — 
for massive misconduct in the 
setting of the Libor rate. 

That rate is used as a bench¬ 
mark for global financial con¬ 
tracts worth about $300 trillion 
and affects financial products 
worldwide such as student 
loans and mortgages. 

Both Weber and Ermotti 
stressed in yesterday's inter¬ 
view that Swiss investigators 


had found no indication top 
UBS executives were aware of 
the misconduct. 

But Weber acknowledged 
that responsibility for the Libor 
scandal lay "not only with the 
people who committed crimes, 
but also with those who were 
tasked with supervising them," 
noting that people not directly 
involved in manipulating rates 
had also been fired. 

The French-language daily 
Le Matin meanwhile reported 
in its Sunday edition that UBS 
had not only contributed to 
manipulating global interest 
rates on the dollar, the British 
pound and the yen. 

It also "systematically 
played with interest rates on 
the Swiss franc. And that for 
more than 10 years," Le Matin 
reported. 

Quoting findings in a US 
justice department probe, the 
paper said there was evidence 
that UBS traders had manipu¬ 
lated the rates from 2001. 

The paper criticised Swit¬ 
zerland's financial regulator 
FINMA for not looking further 
back than 2007 when it calcu¬ 
lated UBS's misdeeds in 
Switzerland, and also lam¬ 
basted the Swiss national bank 
for not releasing numbers on 
how much the bank had cost 
the Swiss economy. 

The Swiss portion of the 
bank's massive fine amounted 
to just 59 million Swiss francs 
($64 million).

Revealed: secrets of ancient Chinese 
medicinal herb 


Blue Evergreen Hydrangea 

PARIS (AFP) - Scientist in teins for making ’’bad” Thl7 


the United States on Sunday 
offered a molecular-level ex¬ 
planation for how a Chinese 
herbal medicine used for 
more than 2,000 years tackles 
fever and eases malaria. 

The herb is an extract of 
the root of a flowering plant 
called blue evergreen hy¬ 
drangea, known in Chinese 
as chang shan and in Latin as 
Dichroa febrifuga Lour. 

Chang shan's use dates 
back to the Han dynasty of 
206 BC to 220 AD, according 
to ancient documents record¬ 
ing Chinese oral traditions. 

In 2009, researchers made 
insights into its active ingre¬ 
dient, febrifuginone, which 
can be pharmaceutically 
made as a molecule called 
halofuginone. 

They found that halofugi¬ 
none prevented production of 
rogue Thl7 immune cells 
which attack healthy cells, 
causing inflammation that 
leads to fever. 

A study published in the 
journal Nature on Sunday 
found halofuginone works by 
hampering production of pro¬ 


cells, but not the ’’good” 
ones. 

Specifically, it blocks 
molecules called transfer 
RNA (tRNA), whose job is to 


assemble a protein bit by bit, 
in line with the DNA code 
written in the gene. 

As for malaria, halofugi¬ 
none appears to interfere with 
the same protein-assembly 
process that enables malaria 
parasites to live in the blood, 
the study said. 

”Our new results solved a 
mystery that has puzzled peo¬ 
ple about the mechanism that 
has been used to treat fever 
from a malaria infection 
going back probably 2,000 
years or more,” said Paul 
Schimmel, who headed the 
team at the Scripps Research 
Institute in California. 

Halofuginone has been 
tested in small-scale human 
trials to treat cancer and mus¬ 
cular dystrophy. Drug engi¬ 
neers also eye it as a potential 
tool for combatting inflam¬ 
matory bowel disease and 
rheumatoid arthritis, which 
are also autoimmune dis¬ 
eases. 


'Hobbit 1 slays competition 
for second weekend in a 


LOS ANGELES (AFP) - 
Hordes of North American 
moviegoers flocked to the¬ 
aters to watch ’’The Hobbit: 
An Unexpected Journey,” 
launching the ’’Lord of the 
Rings” prequel to box office 
gold for the second weekend 
in a row. 

Industry estimates said 
’’The Hobbit” earned $36.7 
million Friday to Sunday. 

In its opening weekend, 
the film scored $84.6 million 
in the US and Canada, and 
$138.2 million internation¬ 
ally, for an estimated global 
total of $223 million, accord¬ 
ing to New Line Cinema, 
which said it was the biggest 
opening for any ’’Lord of the 
Rings” film. 

Box office watchers said it 
was the biggest December open¬ 
ing in motion picture history. 

The epic stars Martin 
Freeman of British TV's 
’’Sherlock” fame and Ian 
McKellen, reprising his role 
as Gandalf the Grey. It was 
directed by Peter Jackson 
based on the classic fantasy 


novels by J.R.R. Tolkien. 

Well behind in second 
place was newcomer "Jack 
Readier,” a crime drama fea¬ 
turing Tom Cruise investigat¬ 
ing fictional shootings by a 
trained military sniper. 

The film opened with a 
$15.6 million take at the box 
office, according to industry 
tracker Exhibitor Relations. 

Judd Apataw's comedy 
’’This is 40,” billed as ”a sort-of 
sequel” to the 2007 film 
’’Knocked Up,” debuted in third 
position, taking in $12 million. 

That pushed ’’Rise of the 
Guardians,” a Dreamworks 
holiday confection featuring 
Jack Frost, the Tooth Fairy, 
the Sandman and a tattooed 
Russian Santa Claus, into 
fourth place with $5.9 million. 

’’Lincoln” — starring 
Daniel Day-Lewis as the 
16th US president — picked 
up $5.6 million, good for 
fifth place. The film got a 
bump after earning seven 
Golden Globe nominations 
earlier this month, the most 
of any film this year.

British paper sues Armstrong over libel payment 


LOS ANGELES(AFP) - 
Steve Nash made a tri¬

Nash scored 12 points and 
passed out nine assists in 41 
minutes on the court as the 
Lakers defeated host Golden 
State 118-115 in over-time on 
Saturday. He had missed the 
previous 24 games with a 
broken left leg. 

"To play 40 minutes after 
seven weeks was more than I 
could ask for,” Nash said. ”111 
have to keep working on it. I 
know it will be sore and 
painful but I’m used to that.” 

Kobe Bryant scored 34 
points to lead the Lakers, 
who improved to 13-14 with 
their fourth victory in a row. 
It was Bryant's eight game in 
a row with at least 30 points 
and the 400th such game of 
his career. 

"Steve likes to pass. I like 
to shoot,” Bryant said. 

The Lakers have also wel¬ 
comed back Spanish power 
forward Pau Gasol, who 
missed eight games with ten¬ 
dinitis in his knees. 


LONDON (AFP) - British 
newspaper The Sunday

Ferguson rages, while eight-goal Chelsea go third 


Axed Casillas 
vows to prove 
Mourinho 
wrong 



MADRID(AFP) - Real 
Madrid captain Iker Casillas 
vowed Sunday to prove 
Jose Mourinho was wrong 
to drop him from the Real 
Madrid starting line-up for 
the first time in 10 years. 

World Cup winner Casil¬ 
las was benched for Satur¬ 
day's 3-2 defeat at Malaga 
with 25-year-old under¬ 
study Antonio Adan step¬ 
ping into the breach. 

"I'm not used to being a 
backup, but above all I am a 
team player. The thing to do 
is to keep training and try to 
regain my place," Casillas 
told La Sexta television. 

"Mourinho didn’t say 
anything during the week, 
but we abide by the decision 
of the coach. I am feeling 
good, but the one who de¬ 
cides is the coach and I have 
to keep training to regain 
his confidence. We have a 
healthy competition for all 
the places." 

Mourinho, whose cham¬ 
pions are 16 points behind 
leaders Barcelona, contin¬ 
ued to insist on Sunday that 
he had been right to drop 
Casillas. 

"I have a clear con¬ 
science. I try to have the 
best team for each match," 
said the coach on arriving in 
Lisbon where he will spend 
the Christmas vacation. 


LONDON (AFP) - Manches¬ 
ter United manager Alex Fer¬ 
guson fumed that Swansea 
City defender Ashley 
Williams could have killed 
Robin van Persie on Sunday, 
on a day that saw Chelsea 
crush Aston Villa 8-0 to 
climb to third. 

Williams struck the prone 
van Persie in the back of the 
head with the ball during the 
second half of a 1-1 draw at 
the Liberty Stadium, spark¬ 
ing a furious reaction from 
the Dutchman that culmi¬ 
nated in bookings for both 
players. 

Swansea top scorer Michu 
had earlier cancelled out 
Patrice Evra's opener for 


United to prevent Ferguson's 
men from restoring their six- 
point advantage over second- 
place Manchester City at the 
Premier League summit. 

"Robin van Persie is lucky 
to be alive," said Ferguson. 

"It was a disgraceful act 
from their player today and 
he should be banned by the 
FA (Football Association). 
Robin could have had a bro¬ 
ken neck. 

"It was one of the most 
dangerous things I've seen on 
a football pitch in many, 
many years. It was absolutely 
deliberate, and right in front 
of the referee." 

Williams claimed it had 
been an accident, telling Sky 


Sports: "I just cleared the ball 
with frustration and unfortu¬ 
nately it hit him in the head and 
he got a bit angry about it." 

Swansea threatened first 
in the match, Michu firing 
off-target after out-pacing the 
returning Nemanja Vidic, be¬ 
fore Wayne Rooney and Ash¬ 
ley Young tested fit-again 
Swansea goalkeeper Michel 
Vorm at the other end. 

United took the lead in the 
16th minute, with Evra get¬ 
ting in front of his marker to 
dispatch van Persie's corner 
and claim his third goal — all 
headers — of the season. 

Michu headed over from 
Nathan Dyer's cross, but it 
did not take long for the 


Spaniard to find the net. 

In the 29th minute, Wayne 
Routledge's cute pass freed 
Jonathan de Guzman and 
when his shot was parried by 
David de Gea, Michu fol¬ 
lowed up from close range to 
claim his 13th league goal of 
the campaign. 

It was United's first draw 
of the season in all competi¬ 
tions and leaves them four 
points above City ahead of 
the home game with Newcas¬ 
tle United on Wednesday. 

Later in the day, Frank 
Lampard marked his 500th 
Premier League start with a 
sweetly struck goal as 
Chelsea annihilated Villa 8-0 
at Stamford Bridge.
